DETROIT, Aug. 14.—lff>)—Un- 
der threat of future strike action, 
the Ford Motor Company today 
studied a request from the CIO 
United 
Auto Workers that the 
present contract be 'reopened and 
wages hiked immediately. 
The 
UAW represents 
115,000 
Ford production workers across 
the nation. 


Unless the demands arc met, 
the general council 
of Ford's 
60,000-member UAW Local 600 
of Detroit approved strike ac- 
tion for Jan. 2, 1951. 
The pres- 
ent contract expires Jan. 1. 
The contract now in force bars 


any review of wages before the 
expiration date. 
But Ken Ban- 
non, UAW Ford director, declar- 
ed the contract provides for a 
reopening on wages if both par- 
ties agree. 


Th union contends that "the 
splraling cost of living" justifies 
a wage increase at this time. 
Bannon said wage increases this 
year .by competitors—General Mo- 
tors and Chrysler—"have result- 
ed In Inequities in the rates paid 
to Ford workers and workers in 
other plants on comparable classi- 
fications of work."

A new hint that A-bombs now 


Jn production are much more ef- 
fective than those which 
the 


United States dropped on Japan 
has come from Senator McMahon 
(D-Conn). chairman of the con- 
gressional committee 
on 
atomic 
energy. 


McMahon made a cryptic ref- 


erence, 
on an 
NBC 
television 
show, to "nominal atomic bombs 
of the old-fashioned 
Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki type." 
He did not elaborate, but use 
of the word "nominal"—which 
he emphasized—added 
another 
bit to the growing 
evidence 


that A-bombs used in 
World 
War II have been ,far surpass- 
ed in clestructiveness. 
The first comprhensive official 
discussion of the untried art 
of 


"radiological 
warfare"—the 
tech- 
nique of killing or sickening per- 
sons by poisoning nuclear fission 
products—is contained in a guv- 
ernment book published over the 
week end. 


It is "The Effect 
of Atomic 
Weapons,'1 issued by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
While 
the 


book was prepared primarily to 
advise civilian defense 
agencies 
and the public about conditions 
to be expected under atomic at- 
tack, it also presented a report 
on present or possible future uses 
of various types of atomic weap- 
ons. 


The book covers both the ad- 
vantages and handicaps of radi- 
ological warfare, commonly call-] 


ed "RW," and leaves some doubt 
about how practicable the weapon 
might be at its present stage at 
development. 
It says an advantage of the 


"RW" 
weapon Is Its compact- 
ness—two pounds of one mater- 
ial could cause "serious harm''. 
If spread uniformly over a Hm- 
iter area. But the problem would 
be to spread it uniformly. 
One of its bieeest potentialities 
is psychological; it can't be seen 
or smelled, thus becomes a "mys- 
tery weapon" to frighten popula- 
tions with the 
fear of unseen 
death. 


But "RW" material can't 
be 
stockpiled 
lilte conventional 
mu- 


nitions. It loses strength quickly 
and must be produced almost as 
used.

House Reverses

tal service. 


It voted 248 to 81 to take from 
its rules committee and bring to 
a House vote Tuesday a bill can- 
celling a postoffice department 
order to reduce home deliveries 
to one a day and limit other ser- 
vice 
The rules committee had kept the 
bill from a house vote 


The size of today's ballot forcing 
the bill to a test indicated that it 
would pass Tuesday and go to the 
Senate. 


If it passes the senate, the bill 


then would have to get President 
Truman's approval before it be- 
came a lav/. 


The postal curtailment order was 


Issued on April 17, almost 
one 


month after the House appropri- 
ations committee had suggested that 
ihe department try to save some 
money by cutting down on service, 
including "a reduction of the num- 
oer of deliveries per day to many 
areas." 


When it passed the general ap- 


propriations bill in May, the House 
ipheld its appropriations commtt- 
;ee and chopped about 525.000,000 
from postal operating funds for the 
fiscal year 1951.

saved by the service reduction order.

UNDERWATER BRIDGES ARE 
BUILT BY NORTH KOREANS 
TO GET ARMOR OVER RIVER 


TOKYO, Tuesday, Aug. 15—UP) 


—Thrusting 
underwater 
bridges 


across the Naktong River, the 
North Korean Rods probed today 
for an imminent drive on Taegu 
by an estimated 60,000 men on this 
Fifth Anniversary of Korea's lib- 
eration from Japan. 


A summary issued early today 


by 
General 
MacArthur's 
Tokyo 


headquarters 
placed 
the 
threat 


near Waegwan, 12 miles northwest 
of Taegu, main forward American 
base on the central front of South 
Korea. 


There, it said, the Reds were be- 


lieved to have completed a second 
underwater bridge. Such stone and 
log crossings are sunk about a foot 
below the surface to escape detec- 
tion from the air. 


Twenty-three miles south of Tae- 
gu, the American 24th Infantry Di- 
vision counterattacked and shoved 
the Reds Fourth Division back 1,- 
000 yards to a mile. 


MacArthur's summary, however, 
was around Waegwan, where the 
eds were assembling their largest 
force. 


It Is hellved to be the most ef- 


fective mass drawn from 15 Di- 
visions—150,000 men—the Reds 
had shoved up to the long, curl- 
ing bnttlellnc. And it greatly out- 
numbered 
anything 
the 
allies 
have to oppose them. 
A Red attack down the Taejon- 
Taegu mountain valley corridor 
was expected momentarily. Tues- 
day Is the Fifth Anniversary of the 
liberation of Korea from Japan. 
Such anniversaries arc likely oc- 
casions in--oriental reckoning for 
demonstrations of strength. 


As the Red thousands assembled 


west of the Naktong River, Ameri- 
can 
troops 
recaptured 
muddy 
slopes on the allied eastern side of 
the stream from some of the 12,000 
Reds who crossed the river at 


Changnyong, 23 miles south 
of 


Taegu. 


The Communists have been try- 


ingto break out from their Naktong 
river-crossing bulge for eight days, 
Their objective is Pusan, No. 1 
Korean port in the southeast S3 
miles from Taegu. 


The U. S. 21th Division, moving 


up behind -15-ton Pcrshlng tanks, 
attacked 
the river-crossing 
at 


dawn Monday. They shoved tho 
North Koreans back from 1,000 
yards to a mile along a flaming 
six-mlle-Iong sector on tho allied 
eastern hank of tho river. 
Point blank, high velocity fira 


met tho attacking Americans. In- 
telligence officers said the Com- 
munists had managed to get ar- 
tillery and possibly some tanks 
over the river. 


As weather cleared after rain, 
Navy planes, firing new 11.75-inch 
rockets for the first time in anger, 
hit the Reds. They destroyed 
a 


bridge with the new weapon and 
blasted Communist tanks and gun 
positions. 


At the deep south anchor of tha 


battlcline, U. S. Marines took hills 
just outside rubbled Chinju. U. S, 
25th Infantry Division troops poked 
through 
the 
hinterland 
looking 


for a battalion of Reds cut off by 
the smashing American offensive 
of last week that practically de- 
stroyed the Red Sixth Infantry Di- 
vision around Chinju. 


At the other end of the 140- 


mile bnttlKline, American Infan- 
try and tanks still held tho U. S. 
airstrip six miles south of Po- 
b.f"?S, jNo_2. east xoast .porl_an-Uj«— 
Sea of 'Japan. Planes no longer 
used the field, however. 
Pohanpr port was in the hands 


of a Red Battalion but South Ko~ 
reans were challenging them there; 
at Kigyc, nine miles northwest,

Risk Calculated In Najin Bombing

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 14—(/P)— 


The United States has given Rus- 
sia a new and unmistakable token 
of its determination to fight the 
Korean war even at the risk of 
open Soviet intervention. 
A mission of American air toroe 


superfortresses, in a strike on a 
North Korean city, slammed down 
more than 500 tons of bombs so 
3lose to Russian Siberia—17 miles 
—that the distant rumble of the 
attack probably was heard across 
he border. ' 
This week-end bombing mission 


o the North Korean port citv of 
Vajin 
was one of the most dur- 
ng and delicate operations of 
he war. 


The difference between put- 
ting bombs down on a North 
Korean target or, through acci- 
dent and error In navigation, hav- 


ing them fall on Soviet territory 
was a mutter of about five min- 
utes flying time for a big forma- 
tion maneuvering at a speed of 
more than three miles a minute. 
But there was an even greater 
calculated risk. How would Rus- 
sia react to the appearance of 
American 
.planes,, bombed- and 


armed for combat, so close to her 
doorstep? 
TlierP was this to remember: 


On April 8, before there was anv 
shooting war anywhere and in a 
different part of the world, four 
Russian fighters shot down a Un- 
ited States navv patrol plane over 
the waters of the open Baltic. This-- 
attack occurred 
more than 
30 


miles from the nearest Russian 
territory, in an area suppo.sodK* 
free to sea or air navigation bv 
any nation, and was made when 
the United States was at war with 


no one. 


Moscow thereafter 
let It be 


known that more action of the 
same kind could be expected If 
foreign planes got too close to 
Its Iron curtain. 
Whatever the reason, there was 


no indication that the Soviet air 
force reacted to the Najin mission. 
Information received here said no- 
thing of the sighting by the bom- 
ber mission of non-American air- 
craft.

Cotton; Two Bales Already Produced

Navarro county gins are oiled up 


and waiting for the cotton. 
But 
it'll be several weeks before 
full- 


blast operation is under way. 
Much of the county's cotton 
is 


late this year. 
The first 1050 bale, produced by 
E. R. Prince and sinned in Corsi- 
cana Friday morning, came eight 
days later than last year's 
first 
bale—and a week or so sooner than 
observers had forecast. 
Shortly after Phince's 604-pound 


.bale rolled out of the compress at 
the A. G. Smith gin, a Cryer Creek 
farmer pulled into the yards with a 
load. When advised he would get 
ho premium, the farmer 
turned 


around and headed for Blooming 
Grove. 
"I'll get a premium there", 
he 
advised .Smith.. 
As yet, Prince has' received no 


premium for his first bale. 


The Chamber of Commerce dis- 
cussed the idea, its 
agricultural 


committee re-commended one, but 
no action was ever taken. 


The Cryer Creek farmer's identi- 
ty was unknown, but he and Prince 
produced 
the county's first two 


1950 
bales. These were the- only 
.ones reported sinned last week. 
Navarro county ranks high 
in 
cotton boll weevil infestation. In- 
spections show a.n average of 36 
per bent punctured squares. 


Cotton is maturing rapidly, how- 


ever, especially that which receiv- 
ed early-season applications of in- 
secticides. And the hot, dry weath- 
er has been fovarable for produc- 
tion.

found its way into a water well a 
Bice, Sheriff David Castles todaj 
said samples have been taken a 
two other wells in the vicinity 
have been sent to the state health 
department at Austin to be analyz 
ed.Sheriff Castles said he was unde: 
the impression that someone hat 
covered an old well which drew 
water from the sonic aqueous sand; 
which fed the well at Rice, 
and 


somehow put poison into the sands 
He said the arsenic might then 
have entered the Rice well, 


The sheriff said there was no 


explanation for the presence of 
the poison. The lid on the well, 
he said, is nmdo of heavy wood 
and is covered with tin. There 
was no evidence that the lid had 
been tampered with. 
"Part of the tin is 
welded to- 


gether, and hasn't 
been 
broken 


loose," said Castles. "And there is 
rust on the nailheads, extending 
over into the tin. If the well had 
been opened by 
soemone 
who 


•wanted to drop arsenic into the 
•water, the well top would have 
Bhown it." 
Referring to his theory that the 


poison might have seeped into the 
well, Castles said: 


"I don't know it for certain, but 


I understand arsenic will travel a 
long way through the sand. That 
may be the way it got into the 
well water at the Rice cotton gin." 


Eleven persons became ill after 


drinking water from this 
well 


and Jeanene Leach, 3, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. L. Leach, later 
died. Seven members of the Leach 
family were hospitalized in Cor- 
nicana after 
becoming ill, and 


four other persons who 
drank 


from the well also suffered ill 
effects. 
J. B. Fortson, the gin owner, said 


the well had been providing good, 
pure water for 40 years and that 
this was the first time anyone had 
suffered any ill effects from the 
well water. 


He said he was "at a complete 


loss" to explain the presence of the 
poison. 


Officials from the Corsicana-Na- 


varro Health Unit have sealed the 
well.

Conservation Stressed At Meeting 


How wildlife can restored through 


proper land use was the topic 
Thursday nights meeting of 


for 
the 
Navarro County Agricultural Work- 
ers Association. 


"If we have good land use 
and 


good conservation, we'll automati- 
cally benefit our wildlife—and have 
the right kind of habitat for game," 
declared C. C. (Shorty) Carlton, 
district soil conservationist at Bry- 
an. 


Carlton emphasized the relation- 
ship between wildlife and 
soil 


conservation and proved his point 
by exhibiting photographic evi- 
dence . Inexpensive treatment of 
gulleys, erosion control and prop- 
er plantings wll bring about wild- 
life, he said, showing "before and 
after" pictures. 
A film was shown later, stress- 


ing further the speaker's 
topic. 


The movie briefly traced the histo- 
ry of American wildlife from 
the 


early pioneer lays of plentiful game 
to the destructive erosion of 
the 
great west—where the nation's vast 
resources were wasted.
